


Lincoln, NE. — Chalk up one for the defense. 

That's what the Nebraska football team did last Satur- 
day on arainy afternoon in Memorial Stadium. 

The Cornhusker defense caused and recovered two 
fumbles which led to a pair of touchdowns, and 
Nebraska defeated Auburn, 17-3, before a record non- 
conference game crowd of 76,425. 

‘‘We played real hard on defense. We forced some tur- 
novers and they gave us some. On defense, it was almost 
a night-and-day difference from the Penn State game,” 
NU head coach Tom Osborne said. 

Nebraska’s defense snapped Auburn’s wishbone of- 
fense, allowing the Tigers just 55 yards rushing in 52 at- 
tempts. The Cornhuskers recovered five fumbles and in- 
tercepted two passes. 

Nebraska didn’t score in the first half, but the Cor- 
nhuskers wasted little time after the intermission, get- 
ting on the board when Kevin Seibel kicked a 39-yard 
field goal. 

The key turnovers were second-half fumble recoveries 
by defensive end Jimmy Williams and safety Jeff Krejci. 
Williams forced the fumble he recovered, giving 
Nebraska the ball at the Auburn 4-yard line. Two plays 
later Roger Craig, the game’s leading rusher with 87 
yards on 22 carries, scored on a three-yard run. 

Krejci’s fumble recovery came late in the fourth 
quarter and gave the Cornhuskers the ball at the Auburn 
nine-yard line to set up quarterback Turner Qill’s eight- 
yard touchdown with 3:51 remaining. 

It had to be a big lift to the Huskers to see that record 
crowd in Memorial Stadium despite the rain and despite 
the loss to Penn State here the week before. The 
Nebraska defense rebounded superbly in the game, ap-

parently accepting the challenge to improve after the 50 
points Penn State scored. The Black Shirts were nothing 
short of spectacular at times, with several Auburn 
possessions ending up in minus yardage. It was the type 
of effort which could carry NU right on through to a Big 
Eight championship and berth in the Orange Bowl, with 
the league now apparently thrown wide open by the 7-7 
tie played between Oklahoma and Iowa State in Norman.

As emerging from one of the best non-conference 


schedules in the country, Nebraska Coach Tom. 


Osborne saw a positive sign develop before the 
Cornhuskers plunge into the Big Eight Conference 
season against Colorado. 

In a 17-3 win over Auburn, Nebraska‘s Black Shirts 
played what Osborne described as their best game of the 
season and it couldn’t have come at a better time. 

“You won't do well in the Big Eight unless your 
defense plays well and | was really pleased with the way 
our defense played against Auburn,” Osborne said. 

“There was a night-and-day difference on defense 
between the Penn State and Auburn games,” he said. 
“We played hard against Auburn, harder than any time 
this year. We forced a lot of their turnovers and they 
gave us some.” 

Osborne was particularly pleased with Nebraska’‘s 
domination of the line of scrimmage. “Jeff Merrell, 
Henry Waechter and Toby Williams did a great job,’”’ he 
said. “Of course, we sent our ends after the quarterback 
and fullback and Jimmy Williams and Tony Felici both 
had great days.” 

“Our linebackers didn’t get to do much tackling 
because everything was getting handled up front. The 

-whole front seven played well. We were pleased about 
holding Auburn to 150 total yards.” 

Although the defense set up both NU second half 
touchdowns with fumble recoveries inside the Auburn 
10-yard line, Osborne was not as unhappy with the 
Huskers’ offensive production as most fans might 
suspect. 

“Our offensive line played hard and did some good 
things and our backs ran hard,” Osborne said. “Our lack 
of ability to sustain a drive was disturbing, but it was a 
hard day to play offense in the rain.” 

“We fumbled twice inside their 10, had 70 to 80 yards 
in passes dropped and three 15-yard penalties that 
stopped drives,’’ Osborne pointed out. “You can‘t totally 
excuse those things because of the weather. But it was 
the kind of day where you stayed with pitch plays, 
isolations and traps because of ‘the footing and ball 
handling.” 

Osborne realizes ‘people will be mad about the point 
production. We probably should have scored in the 30's. 
But Auburn is not a bad defensive football team. They 
had a couple linebackers, a nosequard and a safety who 
played great football. We blocked about as well as we 
could block on some plays and still only gained four 
yards.”

The problem traces back “to something we’ve been 
harping on ail season,” Osborne said. ‘We just have to 
execute better on offense.’’ 

Besides the defense, Nebraska’s nine-year head coach 
was encouraged with another area that is necessary to 
win in the Big Eight — the kicking game. “Against 
Auburn, Grant Campbell did the best job of punting 
since he’s been here and Kevin Seibel looked like his old 


self,” Osborne said, referring to Seibel’s 39-yard third 


quarter field goal on his only attempt. 

Osborne is hoping the tone has been set for the Big 
Eight opener against Colorado, a team Nebraska has 
beaten 15 straight times and 18 times in the last 19 
years. . 

“Last year, we felt Colorado had one of the better 
offensive lines we played against,” Osborne said. “We 
won (45-7), but we had to play hard. Until the UCLA 
game, Colorado had been moving the ball well. They had 
Texas Tech down, 35-7, at the half. 

“Their loss to Washington State (14-10) was 
unbelievable,” Osborne said. “Colorado had the game 
under control all the way until the last two minutes. 
They were ahead, 10-0, then had one of those 
nightmares where they couldn’‘t get two punts off.” 

“Colorado,” Osborne said, “is a better football team 
than it was last year — by two or three touchdowns. | 
think we can be a pretty good football team, but we 
haven't shown it yet. We’ve had flashes of being a good 
football team. I'm just hoping we can put it all 
together.” 

Osborne admitted he feels a little better about the 
season, looking at other scores. lowa is 3-1. The 
Hawkeyes own a two-touchdown win over UCLA and a 
64-0 triumph over Northwestern. Florida State, a 34-14 
victim of Nebraska, is also 3-1 and claimed a 36-27 
upset at seventh-ranked Ohio State last weekend. 

“Penn State is an outstanding team and Florida State 
is a very good team,” Osborne said. “Iowa and Auburn 
are both above average teams. Auburn should have 
come in here 3-0. They probably should have beaten 
Wake Forest and Tennessee. We still haven’t played a 
weak team.” 

Even though Colorado is 1-3, Osborne does not 
consider the Buffs a weak team elther. “They‘re a much, 
much better defensive team that they were last year,” he 
sald.
